Jill massed ai^tiinst tho hi<;li hills to 
the westward, .-tnd the batik wtis 
growing' bigger jitid liiirgej^ as the 
wind caffied detiiclied masses 
imainst it. Ligiiliiiiig winked de- 
vilishly aboui, culling into tho dark 
mass il livid, ragged streaks, and 
lightitiy: uj) the ooiintry with lurid 
brilliaticy. The thiitidor which fol- 
lowed ivioh (liisli grew louder and 
loiidof. The hor.'-es in thec4timpof 
hciul) oaks to tll(^ right of tho trail 
whinnied uneasily and ttijiged at 
their tethors. Ono of the men went 
over (oqui(>t litem. Suddenly thoro 
was a thish ftir more bi-illijinl Ihaii 
any Ihing tho caltlcuiion iiboiit the 
stotc had evei soon.

TluMr cat- 
tle wore disiiersod and drowned, 
find their shanti(>s undormiu(>d and 
wii'ihod awfiy. 'I'hoy saw what 
they had labored for years lo build 
tip and accutmilale Ihrongh scorclt- 
iiig summers and biting cold 
winters wiped ofl' llio otirfh almosi 
in a day. VV'hen tho rains ceased 
and the sun broke throujrh tho 
setidiling clouds with a brilliancy 
it never takes on any wheri^ elsi> 
except in lite Sonlhwosf, they col- 
lected what was lefl of their oiltle 
and pieparoil to begin the fight 
anew. 'I'lie rain and tho sun litui 
mefamorphosod tho |)arohed pnii- 
ries into a waving sea of groon grtiss 
and beautiful flowers. Every pros- 
pect, of a good season was liefore 
the cjilllemcn. It began lo look as 
ihotigii nature had relenled and was 
IMoparing to make amends for (he 
suffering slu^ had inflicted upon 
her (diildnui, when a new olemenl 
of destruction ajipoarod. Two 
hundred Mexicans :)iid as many 
.Apache, Nevada and l*e<;os River 
Indians, crossed lite swollen Uio 
(irando iind commenced lo finish 
(ho work begun by tho slorms. 
Isolated runohmen were cut olT and 
muidered ; their houses wore burn- 
ed and what i'(>nuviii(>d of their cil- 
tle was driven olT. It was im- 
polHsiblo for (he ranchmen to as- 
s(Mtible in any force bocjiuso of ih(> 
swollen condiiiou of tiie streams 
and the wide distance tliat separiii- 
ed (heir places. 'I'hoy (vuilil ofTor 
no efToet iial resislanco. They mad<> 
l)rav(> fights utid died with their 
rifles in Iheir hands, buff his de- 
sultory resisfaneo merely exoilod 
the rapaoily of (ho Mexicans and 
arouHCMl tho vengoful Hpiriloffho 
Indians. The Mexienns under the 
leadership of tho t)andit Suarc/, 
saw an opportunity (■o pay back 
theTcXfins for killing Iheir com- 
railes onlh(> liio (Jraiido the sum- 
mer before and other little diseom- 
fituroH. The India«is saw an op- 
porlunity lo ]my off debts of longer 
standing. At on(> swoo|) (hey 
wotilil wipe ou( (he hardy while 
men who driven (hom from (ho 
piiiirios which had been (heirs as 
f.ir back as (ho Iradilions of (heir 
tribes exbuidod, either across (ho 
IMo (Jrando info the rocky hills of 
old Mexico o! northward ov»<r(he 
I'iM'os Kiver hills inio tin* arid 
wjistes of tho lilano l'',s()U'ados. 

The foohlo r«>Hi8tano ofTer«>d by 
the Texans inflamed (ho passions 
of both Indians and Mexicans, who 
were nev(>r conspicuously coura;;e- 
oiis. The work of (h<> dos(rue(ion 
w<'ii(. on. Tho scalped bodies of (he* 
ranchmen made feasis for (ho jiaidis 
of snarling ooyotos and hungry 
prjiirie wolves (lia( followed in (he 
wjikt* of (he marauilors. 'yVII of tho 
more isolated ranchmen wore ou( 
o(T and killed. Forty or fifty who 
lived <'losor lo (hi* (own of Heaf 
Smidi, lonrning (heir danger, 
stampeded their own cattle, set 
f heir shanf ics on fire and watched 
Iho ilestructioii of what'litllo Ihi^ 



slorm h.'iil loft I hem with !.;rim sti- 
tisfactiuii. 

"Knuty mo.in all (o tis," they 
(old tliem.selves with sloioal 
philosophy, "but .(here won'( be 
nodiiiig left for them murdiM'in' 
greasers and tho pesky red var- 
mints which is ludpin em." 

They watched di(> progress of 
[]'/{' flaitu^s unlil nodiinir was left^if 
Iheir shtinlies bnl piles of ashes, 
and (heir, mounlinir (licit liesf 
broncos, (hoy set out (lirough tho 
(diaparral for Deaf Smidi. Many 
wt'io ilrowned in cfossing the swol- 
len sfriMims. (Xhers wore cut off 
by the Aimches, who followed their 
blazed frails (lirough (he I'hapari'iil 
and |)rairie (lowers and !iittfdereil, 
no(, howevei, undl they luid made 
gallant (Ightsand snutTod out (ho 
lives of many a redskin with their 
unerring rifles. 

Twenfy or tliiily leticliod Deaf 
Smith (own in safety. Thoro they 
Cotind !is many mori^ who Imd come 
in further east tmd hcjitiiig of the 
raid had come in to help defend 
lh<^town. A determined stand ttt 
Deaf Smith would prevent (he 
gretisors from crossing the Pecos 
and condtuiin.n (lu'ir work of d(>- 
st ruction on tho lofi bank, oven if it 
did not sloj) (he raid altogolher, 
die cattlemen ar;;tied. They* wore 
hardy young fellows all of thorn, 
bronzed from exposure and with 
muscles like temi)ered steel. They 
had nohomelioslosp<>ak of. There 
W(>fe fow women in West Texas in 
those days. The frontiersmen had 
loft (heir women behind when they 
went ou( to nvfjum (ho (he chajiar- 
ral. They were waiting to carve 
out their homes before they took 
wives or brougiit (hetr motlier.s .and 
sis(ers from a more secure connd'y. 
The ouly woman west of tho Pecos 
in l.S.'il wVs (he wifcof .lim Curds. 
Ned Courtis's brother. .Mm Ciirtis's 
ranch was one of tho flr.st out off 
in tho raid, lie and his wife a'ltd 
Iheir one child had boon murdered 
and loft (o (ho coyo(es. 

Fifty men were mustorfMi iii hills 
about Deaf Smith ai noon on March 
IT), 1S,51. They wore ready for the 
grea.s(>rs and (ho Indians and they 
expecied (hem a( any miiin(o. A 
band of Indians had desd'ovi'd the 
Kvans ranch lift eon miles lo (ho 
soudiwesi lite day before. A dozen 
men were (hertv wailin;? foi' fliem 
and (hero had boon a sharp ngh(. 
Tho .Indians stood (hoir ground 
more btjively than had boon ex- 
pocloil, and four of (ho cattlemen 
were killed. WxR HiH Kdwards wtis 
jiniong (h(> slain iUid (he Tcxatis fel( 
his loss. Ht* had boon a loiuler 
among (hem, a man on who,se cour- 
age and good sense (he.v had learn- 
ed (o rely. Mis death in the face of 
such an emergency domoralized 
theiti. The sl,orekeep(>r took his 
place and did what he could in the 
way of preparing for (he oxpecled 
a(()U'k. The Texans (bought tlu.'y 
would bo able to put up a stilT" 
figlif. They estimated tho force of 
(ho raiders atabout "iM men. 
These did not know that fifty 
gre.'isers had crossed tlu> IlioOrando 
fhaf, very day (o .join Suarez and 
that the force of his redskin allies 
had been augmented by a band of 
l.'iO KMiogivdo Ivickapoos from (lie 
Slaked jilains. 

Nothing occurred during tho 
aftiu'itoon. The sun weni down bo- 
hin<l the we.storn hills in iicIoudU».ss 
sky. Thoseouts came in ono by 
ono with reports tlmf (hen* were no 
greasers or redskins in sighf. The 
pickets wereseni (o ( heir i)os(.s early 
and regularly reli(>ve<l. \\'lien the 
moon disappeared Ix^hind the west- 
ern hills a fow hours after mininghf 
I ho sloickeepor doubled tho sentries 
atid i'aulioti<>d every man (o keep a 
slmt p lookoul. I( go( darker and 
ilarkei tis (he night advanced. Tho 
slillness beciime ojiprcvssivo. The 
sentinels wearied with their labor 
and excitement been me drowsy. 
,\bout !\ o'clock a rifle shot broke 
(he s(illncsS. A sentinel had (Ired 
a( a skttlkiug (igun> in ti chajitirral 
(hickoi. Tho (luure aro.se, ga\e a 
wild yell atul fell back. It was an 
Indian. Mis death yell was an- 
Nwered by a hundred throats and a 
hundred dark forms rose from (he 
chaparrjil. Il looked to (he mi^n in 
tlu> eami) now thoroughly aroused 
ab (hough (he hilts wet•(^ alive wi(h 
Inditins. Kifl«> flashe-i blazed in all 
direcdons and sharp roporls ntug 
ou( above the war -of the Peons. 
nullo(s rained inio (ho camp, strik- 
inir down a dozen men. 
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"Scatter, damn yo !•' yellei 
slorokoeper, "jin' git behim 
boulders." 

That was the last of (he sloro- 
koeper. Half a ilozon bullets 
pierced his body and he fell with 
the o(hor dead. From the boul- 
ders and behind tho scruli cake 
where they took refuge (he Texans 
returned the (ire and the yells of 
rage from the diirk groti[)s in the 
chajiarnil told their animutiitioii 
was not wholly wa.stod. But tho 
greasers and the Indians wei-e too 
numerous for the Texans. Tho 
latter wore soon hedged into a 
small clump of trees on the bank 
of the* Pecos, and tho liring was 
kept up without intormi.ssion. 
Neither side saw itJ^ enemies. 
Hot.h directed their fire by the rifle 
Hiislies. AVheii daylight came 
there were only ji dozen Texans 
left. They wore fighting manfully, 
however. They couldn't retreat 
The Pecos was behind them : In- 
ditins and jircasers were on idl the 
other sid(>s. One hsy one they 
dropjied away, fightinii; to the last. 
The body of an Indiaa testified (o 
(he excellence of th'>ir marksman- 
ship. There weroir( so nuiny dead 
greasers. The jireascrs let (he In- 
dians do mos( of the fighdng. 

When tho sun rose, but two of 
tho Texans remained. One was a 
youthful looking fellow only re- 
cently come from (he States.' The 
o(herwasa grizzled frondorsman. 
The older man turned to tho young- 
er one. 

" .Swim ?" he .isked. 

" Yo.'*," said (ho other. 

"Tiieu jump in and see if you 
can't got Jiway. Migfit rw well 
cliJince it at giflin' drowiuMl tis gii 
shot." 

Tho elder tti.in dtopjiod in his 
tracks. The younger man dtirfed 
for the water. Mullets from fifty 
rifles fial toned against the Ixiwld- 
ors about him, but he reached the 
stream in sjifoly and plunged into 
tho muddy water. lie struggled 
m.'Mi fully a I first, but his slfonglh 
soon jfavo out and he disanpeared. 

Two hours later greasers and 
Indians had di,sapp.eaiiMl. They 
did not cross the Peoos, Haifa 
hundred coyotes were snarling and 
flirhtinjr among the maiij^lod bodies 
at (h(> river siile. A few heajis of 
ashes wh(ir(> the fi>w slijinli(>s had 
been was all (ha( riMiiaitied of the 
town of Deaf SmUh. 
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KuiTim Deaf-MutI'-.s' .lui knal : 
— In vain liave I waited front Mr. 
Murray for some sort of loiter Ihtit 
would emliody a ropT^- to Messrs. 
Hanson, Uoxley, atui myself. Two 
we<dis ago a lederfrom him said : — 
" I advise Mr. Maynard to read my 
first article over very carefully." 

Very evidently Mr. Mmniy po- 
litely dtM'lines (lie i.ssuo with mo, 
and more so declines (he invitjition 
I extended an invi(a(ion to him lo 
come to*New York and see his theo- 
rios oxploiled in living examples 
among tho deaf of so large a city as 
New York. 

The invitation is as good today 
as it hits (wo months tigo, ami over 
will bo. 

Mr. Murrtiy proliably did not 
compare his first letter with mine, 
point for point, or else ho would 
ha\o .seen how much of his first 
leder I Imd looked up. It is no! 
eneouiiiging in the e\Mremo for a 
(o(al ignoring of (he points and 
(|ues( ions I nviseil, which, so far as 
I was concerned, were ready to be 
sabslaii(ia(ed by facts and examples 
which are good as stereo(yped, 
since, no doubt, tlioy have nover 
be«>n disprovcii ; but they ari» ou( 
of pliicc here since Mr. ]\Itirray fails 
(o pick U]) d>" iliein.. wheie T mu- 
swortHl him 

Mr. Hanson s repiy sva'i aliie, iiiid 
one to be oxpecled fnmi an in(el- 
ligent gniduate of a combined 
.sysiiun schiMil. and (he secret of it 
lies in his power of ob.servance as 
well as in the known meri(s of the 
ay8(em ho was instructeti under, 
and Principal .lonkins, of Trenton. 
N. .1., was right when he said the 
intoUigent deal were the bes( 
judges of the inoriis of a system or 
method of iustruclpig the deaf. 
Mr. Murrtiy, maybe, never expected 
lo be liit so hard fr«)m Minnesota 
and New York, and what arguments 
were lulvanced by his oppotients 



sufiieed to knock liisoral champions 
into a cocked hat. 

In his latest letter Mr. Mm ray 
says: — "The dine honored custom 
of (caching by signs is good enough 
in (heir w.-iw So are iii.iny other 
old things." 

Hy dogteos he seems to be com- 
ing round to the point, and since he 
evades me, I shtiU show this point, 
as regards Kiiglish, lo be in roalif.T' 
a foreign lanjiuage lo the deaf, 
(hough Mr. Murray holds (o the* 
con (vary. 

Ono of the most common talliicies 
is to supjmse tlitii our* .senses 
deceive us, .ind the deaf especially 
iire more prone to the supposition 
(lian hearing people. Thus we 
ofien (hink we hoar or feel (he 
rumbling sound of thunder but later 
we find out th(> noise was caused by 
workmen blasting rofk. We se«' 
wlmt W(> suppose to be in (lie fju 
dis(iineo a niouiitain, but wo find i( 
to 1)0 only a dark cloud. Wi> ac- 
cuse our "hearing" or our feeling 
with the mistake. Yet this would 
be only another error of judgment. 
Tho impressions were riglt( bu( 
(ho conclusions wrong. 

Thus i(, is in (he judgnien( of 
the tiu'rits !ind demeri(s ttf a mo- 
dioli or sys(em of (caching the deaf. 

Some people have (he impression 
that to 'each deaf ehildron "//* ro?/;//* 
the car'" is the most commoiidable 
way of going about it. True, their 
impression is right, for the deaf 
htivo their ears intact, same as 
hearing poojile, and if they could 
not hear, the ear lobes and all have 
110 business to bo on (ho heads of 
deaf {leople. It is not necessary 
to cut off the ears of the deaf to 
prove (hilt tlu> conclusions were 
wronsr, though to .r deaf per.soit, 
who has become deaf lale in life 
and spetiks, and acts the same as a 
hoarinjj person, it is a constAut 
wish of theirs (hat their ears bo 
cu( off, and tlic^ hollows filled with 
wax to convince hundreds of 
education people that they are real- 
ly deaf. 

Hut back (o the li((le deaf child- 
ren. Tlicy know nothing of the 
mother (ongue that has been de- 
nied them by doafmvss. They 
have their voice, and (he fallacy is 
(o believe (hat (ho same voic(« Avill 
some day l>eeonio eloquent same as 
hearing people's, at least, that is 
wha( pamphle(s and dodfjes will 
have people believe. Tho impres- 
sion was (here, true, and (he voice 
also, but it was the error of juilg- 
nieut that deceived, and years of 
training the t/ck/ voice r<>suItod in 
.1 comliinatioii of sounds (Imt only 
his teachers could itiulersi.nnl in j^ 
majority of oases. 

Tlu>n wo are told mat il.s liest lo 
banish the natural languagt>, as 
being detrimeiUal (o (heir learning 
Kiiglish. The impression seems 
righ( bu( Iho conclusions are 
wrong. If we banish their natural 
iiniguago, if would only result in 
frying to (each them a foreign lan- 
gutige, for Knglish (the proper use 
of it) is foregin (o (he deaf, and it 
wtiuld result in no good without a 
language of understanding to sim- 
plify the jiroeossof teaching any- 
thing that is foregin to (hem ; and 
(ho deaf, no doubt, eould le.-irn 
French more readily iind ojisily 
(h;in thoy could Kngli.sh, for it is 
the Itingutige most clo.sely identi- 
fied with the language persons 
grow up (o use who have become 
deaf under six years of age, no 
matter under wlmt sy,s(oin taught 
in (ho school thoy attended.

orcises tlijil (ho mere spellinjror 
written Knglish alone would be un- 
able of conveying understandingly 
lo the minds of the deaf. 

The deaf child at certain times 
develops certain aptihulos and 
al)ilitit>s, ;iiid advitntage must be 
taken of these by their teachers or 
such will be lost to them ; and 
above all itiiitadveness, by reason 
of (heir alfliction, the power of 
Jmitadon plays a great factor in 
their eilucadon. Thus thoy are 
no( so ejisily broken of the habit jus 
hearing children when imKadon 
coase.s and undorst.inding comes 
on. 

Mr. Murray .says oitil graduates 
are no( sent to Gallaudet College 
because Gallaudet is 'not an oral 
college, and then foolishly asks why 
students of Rochester exjiect to go 
to a university in.stead of to Gal- 
laudet. Tho answer ho had already 
formulaled. Tecunieally speaking, 
G'illaudet is not an Onil College, — 
its walls are dumb — but itvs system 
embraces the oral and all niotluuls, 
-so Mr. Murray's suimise is all 
wrong.

He is a deaf man, 
a graduate of a eombine<l-«ystem 
school, a collegti graduate with tlie 
master's degree, a talker who can 
talk either orally or by signs, a 
thinker, a student and a progres 
sive educator.

'J^ierefore 
his remarks are of value and fit- 
tingly supplement those of the dis- 
tinguished heari?ig educators above 
mentioned. JieHjXjnding to the 
toast "Progress of Education, " h< 
referred to the criticism made by 
Horace Mann on American E<liiea 
tiori upon his return from ins|>ect 
ing" European systems of education 
many years ago. Mr. Mann also 
held up the American schools a.'- 
failing tx> inelmle speech in tlieii 
training, forgetting that fJallaiidel 
h*<l selected and brought with him 
the l)eHt elements of the leading 
European system, and that even in 
those days, at the New York Insti- 
tution, the oral syst;«>m was being 
used, only to be subsequeiitly put 
aside tut failing to meet the require- 
ments of a full education. In the 
past we went to the Eun>pean 
Schools and lo<^)ked to their pro- 
fessors for aid and instruction as 
to the best metho<ls for teaching.'

Thi> next imiiori'mi in.iviMnont was un- 
dertaken by Motti -copal (^huroh, 
in re»iMin»e to tb> il iuhhIh of the 



graduates of these schools. They could not 
worship in common with hearing people, 
and .so needed ministrations in the lan- 
guage addressed to the eye. Aaalmostovery 
churcliman knows, the originator of this 
"silent" Mission is tho Reverend Doctor 
(iallaudet, of New York City. He is the 
eldest son of the Founder of the School at 
Hartford, just referred to. 

St. Ann's Church for Doaf-Mutcs traces 
its origin to a Hible Class started by the 
Doctor in the year 1850. 

This proviiioiitial movement attracted 
tlie attention of the denf of the 
neighboring cities, who began to recogni/.o 
that the prayer iKiok was sjieeially suited 
to them as a moans of worship and instruc- 
tion. From time to time Dr. (iallaudet 
visited Philadelphia, Hostou, Albany and 
ot her large cities, to hold services in the 
divinely provided language of signs with- 
out which it is impossible to preHch to deaf- 
mutes offt«tively. 

Following .St. Ann's is All Souls" Chureh 
for the l)<'af, Philadelphia. Tho Hector, 
who is himself deaf, also has charge of mis 
sionary work in Central Pennsylvania and 

I lelaware. 

There are thriving missions in Baltimore 
and Washingion. 

A hearing clergyman, tainiliar with the 
sign language, has charge of St. Andrew's 
Mission, lio.ston. Under him as a- deaf- 
mute lay-reader who works in theneighlKir- 
ing cities ot Now Kngland. 

A deaf-mute priest wcnks in the Dioceses 
of Central and Westeru New York. , 

Twenty-live years ago, under a laji-roAd- 
er's license, I hold the tlrst service in tho 
Middle West, at St. Pauls Church. l>"lint, 
Michigan. At the time 1 held a position 
as teacher at the State School for deaf- 
mutes. 

In course of time, I gave up teachinR in 
order to give undivided attention to mis- 
sionary work in several dioceses, Snndav 
and week day services have lieeii hold in all 
the large pliujcs. A number of "combined 
services" have been held with the kind a,s- 
sistance of the rectors, as means of extend- 
ing information regarding tho extent and 
needs of the mission. 

Hoterring to the records which have been 
k<'pt from the beginning, I find tho services 
have been held in Jd 'i dilTerent parishes 
within, as well as outside of mv assigned 
Held of labor and that nearly !S(X)<leaf-inutes 
and their hearing children have brtMi 
brought to Uai*ism and t^nillrmation. At 
least a thousand luayer books have been 
distributed. Hundreds ol my annual and 

II narterly reports are published in tho ap- 
penilixos of ('iircitioM Jounatl. of more 
tlian a dozen ditTerent Dioceses. 

The lirst service in Pittsburgh was held 
.some, time during tho ISTtl, in Trinity 
tJliurCh, whore the work has continued to 
the present, with the exception ot intervals 
of a few months, when services was hold at 
Calvary and St. Peter's churches. The 
Mission is known as St. Margaret's. 1 have 
visited it at iiitcrv.'ils of live or six weeks. 
During those intervals, services have been 
hold by Messrs. Allabough and l/oitnor. 

The other Missions of the Miildle Western 
District are ; >St. Agnes, ^CMeveland ; St. 
Martin's, T<dodo ; All S.-iints, Columbus;

City. Many of the other Missions in the 
smiiller cities have not lieen named. 

While atirqad, in the years 18S14 and 18!t< 
1 learned soinVithing of the good work belog 
carried on by the Church of Kngland. 
tMerical and lay workers are actively l.-i bor- 
ing in tho large cities London has one 
church— St. Saviour',-. -which maintains 
live Missitms in distant portions of the .Me- 
tromills. 

I'lius within a brief sixice has tho at- 
tempt been made to give an idea of the 
growth of the work among our silent bre- 
tliron along church lines. The work in the 
Cnitod States and Kngland lH<gan at about 
the same time. 

Since the beginning of this interesting 
and fruitful mission. Conferences of the 
clerical and lay missionaries have been 
held on both sides of the .-Vth-intic. One is 
to bo held at t^ilumbus, Ohio, in the latter 
part of next .luly. 

In closing, I may lie allowed to touch 
upon n unest ion of vit:\\ importance to our 
silent brethren (ine that has been iliscus- 
.scil at all these conferences. It relates to 
Christian Unity. It has boon shown that 
deaf-mutes are far too few for denomina- 
tional divisions. To see the force of this 
fact, think of dividing fi'o titty or sixty 
dear-niutes of this city, wlicT make a prac- 
tice of attunding church, into a dozen con- 
gregations of thit>e or four [wrsons to each. 
All of what.«»ver (christian name, who un- 
derstand tlicneculiar situation of the deaf 
see clearly tno iniulvisability of drawing 
dividing lines among them.
